Commonalty of Shrubs to the Ma- 
jeity of a Cedar. Here were I- 
ferior and Superior , and ( as it 
were ) Dienifyd Fruit-Trees ; a> 
mong whom there ſtood a Pear- 
Tree, I ſuppole Lord Primate of

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the Hierarchy. In a South-weſt 
corner we elpy'd a few vermiculs- 
ting Hops, wrigling like worms up 
the Pyramid of a Pole; near which 
ſtood an Elm-Tree in the Arm; 
of Ivy, which hugg'd it fo cloſe, 
that it was almoſt zzcorporeted in- 
to it by its c/a/ping Embraces.

his Stars) the Man had no hurt, 
but was bleſs'd' with a great deli- 
verance. Toward the bottom of 
this Orchard lay proſtrate the 
Trunk of a flain Myrtle, and that 
not far from the verge or ſhadow 
of a Cops of Beans, pretty tall in 
ſtature, and well branch'd; by 
the Coverlets we ſaw there ſhould 
be Zed; not far off, I ſuppoſe they 
were the Lodgings of Carrots, Tur- 
nips, and of other Roots, There 
were Cabbages grown to a com- 


mendable globofity, the roundneſs 


whereof tempted us to a Game at 
Foot-ball ; we banded them about 
ſufficiently, and made ſome of 


| them caper over a Ter-foot wall. 


One of the Gameſters was hat juft 


| in the mouth, the bore whereof 


being 
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being too little for the Bullet, 


could not receive it into its Orifice, 
but however it gelded and dampt 
its fury, ſo that it did not retort 
with violence to the injury and 
detriment of any body elſe, We 
had ſweat longer at the Recreation 
and Olympick ſport of Kick Cab- 
bage, had not the Breath of Cloa- 
cina ( her habitation being near ) 
been ſo ſtrong, , and been a nuſance 
unto us. 

So that being funk out of our 
Duarters , we turn'd our Buarters 
upon the ſtink, and travel'd over 
a Grate into a Church-yard : The 
Track of our path lay between 
the Manſion houſe of the Levite on 
the lefr hand, and the Church on 
the right ; behind which towards 
the South there food or lay ( we 
cannot tell which) a weather- 
beaten Tomb, which was Mouſe» 
eaten at one end by that YVermin 
Time 
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Time, that nibbles all things : Tt 
tvemd to be an inverted Hog- 
Trough turn'd topſy-turvy with 
its muzzle downward ; but whe- 
ther it was or not, or whether 1t 
was purpolely erected as a Monu- 
ment to preſerve the memory of 
thoſe Aſhes that lay under it, we 
cannot tell, tho we have ſome 
reaſon to ſuſpet the Former, in 


| repard there were ſo many Swine 


a digging about, who with the 
natural Spades of their noſes, had 
almoſt made a Pit-hole for the 
Stone, and ſo had like to have 


| bury'd one grave in another. Here 


was a whole Herd of Swine a 
rooting as if they had been turn'd 
in on purpoſe to root up Chriſti- 
ans, as they arein the Feilds in 
Italy to dig up Turftles. A 
little Wall lay ſculking about 
this Territory of the Dead, 
which we ſuppos'd was plac'd 
E there 
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there as a Bulaark to their Aſhes, 
but it prov'd but a feeble Fence 
againſt the intruſion of the Lambs, 
who made frequent Capreolls-in- 
to this adjacent Dormitory : The 
mound was rais'd a little, and 
cap'd with Turt, and environ'd 
with the hollowneſs of a good 
handſome Ditch; but yet, neither 
Cap nor Ditch could keep theſe 
Animals from /.ap-frogging over 


them, from grazing in a Charnel- | 


houſe, and from turning a Ce- 


mitery of Shades and Ghoſts in- | 
to a Feeding Paſture of hungry | 


Beaſts. 

We mounted this wall, and 
mov'd on towards the Weſtern 
period of our intended Journey. 
The bordering cloſe was pimpled 
with mole-hills, which ſeem'd but 
young Protuberances not bliſter'd 
1ato: the bigneſs of ſome neigh- 


bouring Banks, * Leaving this | 
ground 
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ground behind us, we deſcended 
the Declivity of an adjoyning 
Paſture pretty well bearded or 
briftiled with Thorns and Buſhes 3 
and ſo paſsd through a Farmers 
yard, where we ſaw an Alps of 
Straw, with Swine ( inſtead of 
Snow ) a groveling a- top ont; 
which put us in mind of the Am- 
bition of Goats, who are always 
_—. up the crags of Rocks, 


| The Weſtern Extremity of the 


Wheat-Hovil ſhot direQtly up the 


| Barn, an Appendix to which ſtood 
| the Apartment of the Hogs, over 


which was perch't a Rooſt for 
Poultry. 

Not far from this Country Tf 
eulum (tood the 1/land of a houſe 
in the embraces of a Moat, like 
Ticho's Uranoberg in the midſt of 
the Sea; An antient Pile, a Re- 
verend Neſt of as Venerable a Bird, 
which having taken her Flighe 

E 2 hath 
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hath left it a ſolitude. The great- 
eſt Obſervables were a little (- 
lent Bell in Dwuodecimo, which be- 
mg utterly Diſleepled , hung be- 
tween the collops of an old wall, 


or rather a Mortar invers'd, which | 


had loft its /Peſtle, ſo that it was 
not” vocal by ſtroke of internal 
Clapper, but by knocks and blows 
of external Hammer ; within the 
found of this Bell ſtood a lolling 
waſhing-Block 5'being a woodden 
kind” of Anvil, where the 8he- 
Vulcans were hammering out with 
Batrle-Door the Filth of Linnen, 
whoſe untuous Diſtillations were 
the Nil: that water'd the little 
Feypt of the adjacent garden. 
Having mov'd from this Man- 
fion about three or four Furlong, 
we paſs'd by the skirts of a rotatile 
Fneine, in ſhape not unlike an 
Houſe, being pack-ſal'4 at Top 
with a aridge: it ſcem'd to ſtand 


upon | 
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upon ſtilts, and to be a moving 
Habitation like thoſe of the Getes. 
'Twas prefac'd with a Portico, 1n- 
to which we aſcended by a ſcale 
of Stairs. The whiltlng Wind 
breath'd a Pertigo in its Pate, 
whoſe giddyneſs communicating 
a motion to its Grinders, made 
it whirlegis the grain 1nto  Jow- 
er, A little diſtant from hence 
beyond a ſmall (andy Deſert ſtood 
a Village, whole Steeple was in 
its center, not unlike the Maſt of 
a Ship. This Tower as to out- 
ward appearance had a Portly Per- 
ſon: yet they told us it had the 
imperfection of Dumbneſs 5 it 
having been Dj/ bell'd for ſome 
years, They were alarmd to 
Church by the Report of a Mws- 
ket, which the Clerk ( being an 
eminent Guwer ) did uſually dif- 
charge at every mans Door. This 
Clerk was a Weaver by Trade, 
E 3 and

and had relation to a Loow, where- 
in he had been ambling for ſeve- 
ral years with one Foot wp and 
the other down, and with all his 
treading hath ſcarce got cloth 
enough to repair the Breaches of 
his tatter'd Elbows. They told 
us that his Trade and he had late- 
ly been at Cuffs, and are juſt up- 
on parting, it being ſuch a Limb- 
wagging Profeſiion, that he is not 
able to endure the Pennance of 
it. This man had wonderful skill 
in ſweeping the Church, and 'tis 
thought could tell what a Clock 
'ewas at the South Dial as well as 
molt 4ſirozomers; He was alſo a 
pretty Man of bis hands for ſing- 
ing; For when the Tune one Sun- 
day had ambled from him into the 
Chancel, and had almoſt caught 
a fall among the Non-ſongflers; 
really they told us that this No» 
table Man gave it ſuch a neat 


jerk, 
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jerk, as that he twitch it into the 
Church ſtrangely. , Now (I fay ) 
for the Clerk to have a rare knack 
of ſecuring the, Hymn trom thoſe 
that would ſteal it, Oh! Tis an 
execllent thing! The molt remar- 
kable things 1n this Town were 
an Ecclefaittical Wall made of $e+ 
cular Mud, which mounded in the 
latroduction of the Parſonage : it 
afforded ſecure Harbour to Va- 
grant Bees, who randevozing here, 
became a Colony; They made ſo 
many Cells in it, that it appear'd 
to be the Fragment a Reverend 
Hony-Comb. Not far from this 
grew a Tree in Folio, an huge, 
thick, ſquot Elm, pounded with- 
in the circumferences of 4 Benches, 
which we ſuppos'd to be ſeats made 
a purpoſe for the P:ſterns of Spefta- 
tors, when Whitſun- Ale is ſolemniz'd 
with Feſtivity of Fiddle, and cele- 
brated with Caper after Pipe and 
Tabour. E 4 Im- 
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Immediately after our Depar- | 
ture from this place, night over- 
took us, whole Sables eclipling the 
Sptendor of the Day, ihortned | 
our courſe, and crooken'd our Ca- 
reer altde to look for a Lodging. 
An happy Retroſpei# oblig'd us 
with the Proſpe# of glimmering 

* Thatch, which the nearer we ap- 
proacht, the more viſibly it ap- | 
pear'd im the ſhape of an Howſe. It | 
was call'd by way of Irony a Cafle, 
whoſe Governour was a decay'd 
Taylor, who having loſt through 
an w#fortunate hole of his Pockets, 
his Needles, Thimble, thoſe Chat- 
tels of bis Breeches, and Imple- 
ments of his Vocation, was re- | 

>duc'd to poverty, The Man was | 
wimble of foot, though a Dwarf in 
balk , fo that nine of fuch might 

very well club to the elementing of | 

a Man. After a ſmall Collation of | 

Tripe and Buttermilk , we tript up

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a Ladder to the apartments of our 


ſeveral Cabbins, where with the 
Poppies Ol flcep we retreſht our 
Noddles to the great comfort and 
ſatisfaction of cur wearied Car- 
katles. After Va'ediction to Prick- 
louſe, the next morning we et 
out with' the Sun, and had not 
went above a mile or two, but we 
heard the rumor of a ſad diſaſter 
which had lately befaln a Country 
Cory/on, which was the lols of a 
whole pound of Candles, ſfuppos'd 
to be ſtoln by fome high-way Rat 
at one Kobbery, The Relations 
were various as to the manner of 
the theft; ſome ſay he carry'd 
them away behind him hke a bur- 
den of {ticks ; others ſay, that he 
hung them by his fide like Bard;- 
leers, but moſt agree that he laid 
them upon his ſhoulder one by 
one, and ran arm'd away with the 
Luminaries as with ſo many => 
kes- 
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kets, We were ſomewhat amaz'd 
at the horror of that ſad ſtory, 
fearing leſt we our ſelves ſhould 
be a Prey to thoſe bold Bazditi, 
who being pretty greaſe, ſeem'd 
to be a good handſome Bait, and 
ſo being miſtaken for Rats-bare, 
might be pouch'd by the Vermin : 

But ( thanks to the Stars ) we e- 
ſcap'd the Fate of the Biſhop of 
Mentz,, and march'd on upon the 
Fore-head of a ſmooth Mountain, 
upon the ſummity whereof /quot- 
ted another Hill ; but it bore no 
proportion to the ſeat it fate on, 
being but a Pimwzrle to it, as that 
was but a Mole-bill to the whole 
Globe; it put us in mind of Pe- 
lion clambering upon the back of 
Oſſa, thar falſe RP of the 
Giants, Hill upon Hill, by which 
Bunches they thought to have 
ſcal'd Heaven; the Crown of the 
yppermolt was ſomewhat —_ 

an 
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and ſunk into the hollowneſs of a 
little Valley, about which ſtood 
the natural Barriſters of ſome 
Thorn- buſhes, whole folding Bran- 
ches weav'd into a / attice, which 
threaded by the Sun-beams dappled 
the ground with a pleaſant chec- 
quer-work, and yielded beſides a 
good handſome ſhade to the pant- 


| Ing Sheep, whoſe Fleeces diſcover'd 


them tohavetakea ſanctuary here a- 
gainſt the Perſecations of the violent 
heat; for the Cattle feeding within 
the covert,and ruſhing through the 
Brake,every Briar took Tof/ of their 
Coats,and excis'd their Backs as falt 
as they fill'd their Bellies ; on every 
{prig there hung a Fragment of their 

iveries, and the whole hedge was 
cloath'd with tatter'd Fleeces, as if 
Wooll had been wegeteble and had 
grown there. Theſe ſpoils were lookt 
upon as excellent Booty to vagrant 
Youth, who went about ſtripping, 
plun-

plundering, and (as it were ) 
Sheep- ſhearing the hedges : We 
met a crew of thele Pickeering 
Wool-gatherers, the very Emblems 
of Beggery, and but once remov'd 
from vileſt Raſcality ; one Shooe 
a-piece, and halt a Hat, a Rem- 
nant of a Doublet, and a Aviety of 
a Sleeve, a pair of Diſpocket Bree- 
ches, and a jazged Jump, were 
the flower of their Accoutrements, 
except two or three locks of Wool 
tuck'd like Scuts under their Gir- 
dles as a Badge of their profeſſion, 
and ſome cram'd Stockins bobbing 
at their tides as Trophies of their 
Pyracies. 

Some few Furlongs from hence 
there was a mwixt Aſſembly of Kine 
and Goats at dinner upon the 
Lawns; their Meal was interrupt- 
ed by the unwelcome ſalutes of 
troubleſome Breeze, whoſe ſtims* 


lation of Rump did engender ſuch 
a 
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| 2 Frofick, that with corled Tail 


and toſs'd-up Horn they run gad- 
ding and bellowing, and with 
their vocal Friskings, with a plea- 


| fant kind of terror, did at once 


both recreate and affright the aſto- 
niſh'd Beholders: The Magiſtrate 
or Herds-man, that kept theſe A» 
nimals, was in the mid(t of the 
Tumult,, who finding himſelf 
miſerably -involvd in a Hsbbub , 
with furious Club chaftiz'd their 
Gameſomnefs, and - with mighty 
buſling becalm'd the uproar. This * 
Fellow was a ſtrange Creature, 
wonderfully Goth'd, and al/-to-be- 
Yandaldeven to Barbarity it ſelf. 
A Clown in grain! An'uncultiva- 
ted Boor! A Beaſt of the Herd in 
humane ſhape. We - propos'd a 
Quzry or two about the Genize 
of the Place; he told us the Soil 
was cold, and big with «lay, and 
would doubtleſs yield a good 
Harveſt 
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Harveſs of Tobacco-pipes : And 
as for the People , he ſaid they 
were a Pan-pudding (ort of People, 
much addicted to that vile fort of 
Creature, A whole Table at a 
Chriſtening is ſpread with a Tard of 
Pudding, and a Balk of Beef, a 
Ridge of one and a Furrow of the 
other, which did ſo wonderfully 
work upon their Chops, and made 
their mouths ſo water, that 'two 
of the chiefelt Grandees of the 
Town, the Hogherd and the Hey- 
ward fell ſeriouſly to ſnouting for 
ſome few Morſels: the two-ear'd 
Pitcher that ſtood upon the Bench 
was Mr.-Prinu'd in the ſcuffle, 3. e. 
loſt a Lug in the Fray 3 and 
we were inform'd afterward that 
the Dilaff loſt a Lock or two of 
its Flaxen Pcriwig. 

Among Rational wonders the 
molt remarkable Miracle of this 
Place, was an eminent Cot-queer, 
a 
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a meer Woman in the habit of a 
Man, a kind of Aakcut-purs 4 
Creature, an Fpicene Animal of a 
twifted Gender, who hath a Pet- 
ticoat Soul in a Trank-Breech'd Bo- 
dy, and ſcandalizeth Viri/ity by 
Skill in Howſewifery. He ſpins 
( they ſay ) like a Spider, and 
makes his Wheel giddy by a ſwift 
Vertigo; we obſerv'd him to be 
{{atily in his gate when he advan- 
ceth up to Spindle; and indeed 
was retrograde again with no little 
Gravity, He is a learned Crafts- 
man in the making of Diet, a no- 
table Food-Framer, who buffets 
the Cream till he hath frighted it 
into a confiltence, and knock'd it 
into Butter, and afterward ſquee- 
zes with dexterity of Fiſt, He 
was endow'd with the gift of toſ- 
Gng oft Pan-cakes, and had a won- 
derful knack at tempering the 
Materials of a Bag-puddiog. He 
lurpaſs'd 
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ſurpaſs'd the Dairy-maids in A!k- 
pan accompliſhments, and was ex- 
cellently qualifted for a Meal-Tub 
Office. He ſqueez'd the Curds 
with Cheeſe-pr-js Bum, and kneads 
the Dough with fulch of Elbow. 
He is a Critick at ſweeping, and 
manageth the Beeſome with migh- 
ty skill. We could hardly diſcern 
any mote of duſt, he having diſc 
lodg'd from Crevis even the ſmal- 
leſt Atoms; we were dazled with 
the Sun-ſbime of his radiant Braſs, 
which was exceedingly enlighten'd 
by modern cleanfing, he being a 
fingular ſcowrer, and very know- 
ing and able at Sand and 04. er- 
ſhel. 
This Hen-Ho+ſ wife-Mortal liv'd 
a monkiſh kind of Life, being 
cloiſter'd up in a deſolate habita- 
tion of a certain Gentleman, who, 
we {uppole, does fee him to dwell 
there to atiright the Mice, and to 
be 


| 
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be a Bull-beggar to the Rats; and 
alſo to terrifie a worſe kind of 
Vermin which we call Theeves, who 
are apt- to creep through the 
Monſe-hole of a window, and to 
nibble away the Furniture of a 
diſpoſſeſt houſe : or poflibly he 
might abide there to repair its 
breaches, and to recover it from 
its crazineſs, and by the whole- 
ſome Phyſick, of frequent Fires to 
keep it in health, and to perſwade 
it not to tumble, but to remain 
ſtill a Manſion to the Family that 
owns It. 

We taſted here of the Hoſpita- 
lity of this foxmaſculine wight, 
who ſpread a Joynt-ſtool with fe- 
veral forts of Viands; which 
though not very delicate, yet the 
variety might atone and make a» 
mends for their aw:anneſs. Here 
was the Epidermis of a Hog, the 
outward skin call'd the Swerd of 
F Bacon, 
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Bacon, Which was infeted with 
the Jaundice, and look 'd yellow; 


here was the Hull of a Peſcod 


plunder'd of its Peaſe, and corn'd | 


with Salt, fome broken Fragments 
of Sheeps Trotters S. Lawrenc'd 


on a Gridiron; the offal of a | 


Lark, the minc'd Spurs of a Boot 
leſs Cock, a skim'd Quadrant of 
ſoft Cheeſe, well fawc'd with the 
Butt-ends of forked Scallions, the 
mouldy reverſion of an Artiquated 
Loaf dipt in the verdure of Wa- 
ter-crelle Pottage, aftorded us the 
refreſhment of a pretty Collation; 
by the vertue whereof being ſome- 
what recruited, we mov d for- 
ward and crep up the Brisket of a 
ſmall Mountain, upon whoſe (loap» 
ing deſcent ſtood a Quadrangular 


Sheep<per, which we paſs'd through, | 


and found pitcht with Bu1tons, a 
pretty fort of Floor and Modern 
Moſaick, Not far from the mot

eaſtern hurdle (as near as we could 
obſerve ) lean'd a ruinous Bridge, 
which glory'd 1n the pailage bur

heap of ſtones, lick'd it into the 
ſhape of an inditterent Arch : Ac 
the Foot whereof ſtood a Smiths 
Shop, about a Bay of wathng; 
it ſeem'd to be a pretty reverend 
Seat as we gather d from the Man» 
tle of Green Moſs: upon its back. 
Though it wasiaoyer'd with ftub- 
ble without, yet 1t was pretty to» 
lerably turniſh'd wich Iroo within, 
3s thread-bare Horſe-ſhooes , bits 
of Keys, ſome few femicircles of 
iron Rings, odd/Links of interrs- 


; pted Ferrers, and a broken. Series 


of a diſcontinued Chain, The 
Vultan' was in his Den, and was 
hammering out Hob-nails for 

F 2 Countrey 
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Countrey hoof. His-Forge was 
rais'd from the ground like an 4l- 
tar, upon which there 'did burn 
( as it were) a Veſtal Fire, which 
blaſt of Bellows made much to 
bubble up in this hittle Momgibel. 
What Cinders were belch'd from 
this flaming YVeſuvizs, whoſe ſmaak 
and aſhes beſmutted the Pluto in 
this Infernal Region ! who having 
Primitive Apparel, z#. e, being 
shin'd over with a Caſe of Leather, 
and having a ſwarthy Complexi- 
on, did with the grimmeſs of his 
Aſpet, and withe-the horrible 
ruſſel of his Breeches , fright one 
of the Dogs of our company into 
a fit of fickneſs ; we imagin'd the 
Cur might miſtake him for a Tin- 
ker, whois commonly a Diſeaſe, 
or at leaſt a Nuſance to thoſe Crea- 
tures.

We wonder'd at firſt 
from whence ſuch plenty of Ana- 
tomy as to furniſh them, till ſpy- 
ing the Carkaſs of a dead Paltry, 
we perceiv'd they had been fealt- 
ed with the Viands of his Fleſh, 
and ſtole the Skeleton Piece-meal. 
A Baker chanc'd to come b 

through a Gap near at hand, 
mounted upon jult ſuch another 
Morſel, ripe for Collar-maker, 
which being ſurpriz'd with the ſpe- 
Ctacle of his Brother Carrion, took 
an occaſion to ſtart, and to dif- 
burden himſelf of his Load;zwhich 
ſad misfortune prov'd a lucky acci- 
dent to the Dogs, whereby they 
were furniſh'd with Bread to their 
Meat. F 3 Not 
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Not far from hence was a ſcurvy 
Slough, moſt fatal ( asts obſerv'd) 
to Millers, whom it fſups up into 
the Abyſe of its profundity; we 
law one moving 4-tit-up, 4-t:4-wt, 
till he flounc'd in, and by a moſt 
diſaſtrous Pitch-pole into mud and 
dirt, diſcolour'd his Coat, 
was candy'd with the effaviums of 
his mealy Bags.

great detriment of the outward 
man, There run parallel with 
this Path a pitcht Cauſey ( as we

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Had theſe Mount-hunters only eas d 
Nature there, and then gingerly de- 
parted, they had been very excuſable;

and theated © Sir-Loim, and robb d 
its Knighthood of its due moiſture. 
A_ Scholar of oxy Company perceiv d 
him to be well read in Papers that 
threen the Back, of « Limb of Roſf, 
and that be found a great deal of 
matter in the Socks that are on the 

Tow!s of Mince-pirs. 
After 
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Aﬀter a days Journey. from 
hence, we ſet our Feet upon 
Welch Turf, and indeed - were 
ſtrangely ſurpriz'd at the #xcoath 
neſ; of many things that did falute 
us here. 


The Countrey is tzckt in on all 


| fides with the Sea, except on the 


Eaſt, on which part it was ditcht 
in from England by that notable 
Delver King Offa, King of the 


| Mercians: Over this Dike if an 
| Welch-man chance to $skip with 
| his Sword by his fide, -by King 
| Harolds Law, he was\to loſe # 


Branch of his Body, 3. e.'His right 
Arm was lopt oft by 'the Kings 
Officers. - L 
Some think it had "its Name 
from its God-father Idwalls Son to 
Cadwallader, who with 2 ſmall 
ctew of Britton; at the arrival of 
the Saxomsr hid themſelves m this 
Corner. Others ſuppoſe them to 
be

be the Spaws of the Gauls, from 
whom they ſeem to be but a few 
Aps remov'd ; Ap Galloys Ap Ganls, 
Ap Wallois Ap Wales. 

As for the Inhabitants, they are 
a pretty ſort of Creatures, which 
when we ſaw, we were ſo far 
from ſtroeking them with the 
Pelms of Love, that we were al- 
moſt ready to buffet them with the 
Fiſt of Indignation. They are a 
rade People, and want much 1m» 
firaFion. For when we conlider 
the {oil from whence they ſprang, 
and the Deſerts and Mountains 
wherein'they wander , we cannot 
but think that greater pains ſhould 
be taken in cultivating and manu- 
ring , in diſciplining and taming 
them, in regard 'tis harder for a 
Bearzard to teach civility to the 
Beaſts of Africa, than to thoſe 


that come from a more wannerly 


Country : --- We do not fay that 
when 
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when they are in their Countrey 
they do ( like Bears and Foxes ) 
live in Woods and Foreſts, (for I 
preſume they have more Sz than 
Shade , and ſo mote Fire than 
Wood ) but if we agree with Geo- 
graphers , and are of an opmion 
thar they are Inhabitants of a Wi/- 
derneſs , and are Landlords of a 
Common, as I and every body 
elſe are owners of the Air, we muſt 
beg their pardon for our conceit. 
We have been inform'd that they 
were dug from a 9ngrry, and" that 
they dwell in a ffony Land; fo 
that if we compare this Kingdom 
to a Man; ( as ſome do Italy to a 
Man's Leg _ they inhabit the. very 
Tefticles of the Nation.” * And 1 
pray what are thoſe but the vileſt 
of Creatures that breed as well in 
the Privities of the greater Brittiſh 
World, as thoſe * that are hatchet 
in the Pudends of the lefſer ? Bur 
G whether 
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whether Welch-men are the 46- 
origines of their Countrey , as 
Crab-lice are the AnutoFhonrs of 
theirs, and proceed only ( like 
them) from the excrements of 
their Soil, we (hall not here di- 
ſpute. They are of a Borifþ be- 
haviour, of a Sevage Phyſhogno- 
my ; the ſhabbineſs of their Bo- 
dies, and the Baoticalneſ; of their 
Souls, and that, which cannot any 
otherwiſe be exprelt, the Welchneſ; 
of both, will fright a Man as faſt 
from them, as the odxeſs of their 
Perſons invites one to behold 
them. | Some of them are ſuch 
rude and indigefted Lumps, ſo far 
from being Mer, that they can 
{carce be advanc'd into Living 
Creatures; nay they are ſuch un- 
manageable Aſaterial: that they can 
ſcarce be hewn into the ſhape of 
Blocks; much Labour and Art is 
requird therefore to make them 
Statues. They 
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They are not much given to 
fighting, as by a Speech it appears 
that was utter d by hur nown 
Country-man, who when drawn 
out upon ſome Detign, began ta 
per and murmur after this manner, 

* Hur hath worn out her-t recz 
© Preeches , and all hur Cloaths; 
* and now hur can get no Money 
* to keep hur, or to buy hur ſome 
* Cows-baby, and hur could hear 
* nothing but Marſh, Marſh! and 
« Drums beat, hur was therefore 
* ( once for all) now refolv'd to 
* hight no longer, but to go into 
* hur nown Countrey. --- They 
are much inclin'd to Choler ; for 
hur Welch Plood is ſoon mov'd, 
and then hur flawp and ſtare, and 
ſcrat hur Pole, and vent hur fury 
in «#d, -plutt:r-a-nails, and will fight 
for hur lite 1n battle at Filty-cutts. 

The whole Nation ( like a Ger- 
wan Family) 1s of one Quality; 
2 tor 
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for as every Lords Son is a Lord 
here, fo every one 15 crown'd with 
the Title of Gentleman there; fo 
that hur Countrey is a good Pa- 
ſure for an Herald to bite in, Who 
can't chooſe but grow fat among 
ſuch worlhiptul Genealogies, We 
were much fſurprizd at _ the 
thoughts of their Rank, and did 
not ſuſpect ſo much Gentility a- 
mong ſuch' a People; when we 
ſaw ſo many Coats without Arms, 
we could not imagine they had 
any with them, but fancy'd they 


had more need of a Tailor than of 


Clarentizs, and of a Prick-losſe to 
ſtiech up and compoſe their Brea- 
cher, rather than an Herald to bla- 
zen their Families. They appeard 
to us to be very ill accoutred Gen- 
try : But however vileneſs of E- 
quipage is no blot in Scutcheon; as 
may be eahly made out from this 
following Narrative, When King 
James 
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James commanded all that were 
Gentlemen 10 an Army to pals by 
him, he obſerving a Rag-a muffin 
to hobble in the Rear of the 
Train, commanded him to be 
{topt, becauſe he look'd not like 
a Gentleman 3 but Taphy cryd 
out that hur was as good a Shen- 
tleman as the beſt, only hur Cat- 
tle was not ſo good. In their 
Travels they care not much that 
their Horſes ſhould drink with a 
Toft, as appears by the wrath 
which Shenkin diſcover'd, whom 
his quafhng Beaſt had pitch-pol'd 
into a River, Uds-plutter- a-naits 
( quoth he) in great fury, what 
cannot hur drink without a Toſs ? 
He took it much in dudgeon, that 
that the Jade ſhould be fo bold as 
to make a Sp of his Maſter. 

They do not always obſerve the 
Rules of J»ſtice 1n their Puniſh- 
ments 3 oftentimes chaſtizing one 
G 3 Body 
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Body for another, and fo miſplace | 


their rigour on the undeſerving ; 
as will be very evident from this 
following Inſtance, A certain 
Taylor fterrying over a River in 
their Countrey with a Diminutive 
Nag; the Steed never uſing to 
travel by Water, and wondering 
that he {ood (till and mov'd, was 
poſſeſt with fear, and made fome 
drifirbance in the Boat, to the 

reat endangering of the Paſſen- 
oers: The Welch-man beiof in 
jeopardy, was fir d with anger, 
and without any wings he flew on 
the Taylor, and rev eng'd the 1n- 
jury of the Pa'fry on poor Prick- 
louſe. The Stitcher ſwadled the 
ſerupling Horſe, and Taphy beat 
the Stitcher, to the great diver ſte 
and grief of the SpeCtators. + 

The Materials of his Apparel 
are uſually a well ſhagg'd Frcs, 
ſo that we cannot call it ſleepy, 
being 


| 
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beiog fleec'd. with a Nap like any 
Sheep-skin : It affords excellent 
harbour to the Vermin of his Bo- 
dy , which whether it be ſtocke 
with (tore of Joicements of them, 
he commonly fignifies by the Sym- 
bol of a ſhrug. 

His Faſhion is generally a Pair of 
oblong Trowzes made of a Brace 
of Cloak-bags, ſuppos'd + to be 
Twins ; theſe tackt together are a 
perfe&t Emblem of his craral At- 
tire. This Garment had conjugal 
Affinity to a thing call'd a Doub- 
let of the ſame Linage 3 a copious 
Veſtment, very roomthy and ca- 
_ able trocomprehend both 

is Arms io the fiongle Pudding- 
bag of one Sleeve ; its.uppermolt 
confines were hem'd with the ſcan- 
ty dimen(ions of a contracted Col- 
lar, but its lower extremity was 
border'd with the Paraphraſe of 
amplify'd Lappets. The Swmmity 
G 4 of 
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of his Hcad 1s commonly crown'd 
with a Monmonth Cap, and its 
Crown is commovly pinnacled with 
the Battlement of a Button. Cutis 
are an '/mnovation., things which 
their Anceſtors were ſeldom guilty 
of; and indeed Bands and clean 
Linnen -are an »pſtart Invention 3 
being the modern effects of the 
pride of their huge ones, whereas 
Primitive Brittiſhneſs was never ac« 
quainted with the habilzment of a 
Shirt. . Their Feet it ſeems are of 
an hot Complexion, : for they of- 
ren air their diſtockin'd Pettitoes ; 
and if they had any Hoſen they 
were 'the offspring of their Draw- 
ers, to Which they'-were faſten'd 
by Leathern Ligewents. The Per- 
f#- Sion of a Welch-mans Equipage, 
the cream ( as it-were) of his Ac- 
coutrements, and that which com- 
pleats even his moſt Feſtival Ar- 
tire, is ( as. the Story goes ) - 
O 
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old Sword of hur nown breeding, 
which hur hath brought up from a 
Tagger : And this he can brandiſh 
with much valour againſt the Tre- 
mendous on-ſet of Dragoonine 
Bees; a kind of Enemy which 
the Taphy is much afraid of, in 
regard he is always arm'd with a 
Pike 1n's Rere, which once upon 
a time being faſten'd in his Fore- 
head, broacht fuch a Pore in his 
Phyſ0:nomy, that he could never 
eadure thoſe h«m buzzing Shen- 
tlemen ( as he calls them 1 in Yel- 
low Doublets. 

The Countrey is mountainous, 
and yields pretty handſome clam- 
tering for Goats, and hath variety 
of Precipice to break ones neck 3 
which a Man may ſooner do than 
fill his belly, the Soil being bar- 
ren, and an excellent place to 
breed a Famine in, lr is reported 
of Campazia, That it was the 
moſt 
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moſt noble Region in the World, 
the Air pleaſant, the Soil fertil, 
the Theater of Bacchws and Cerer, 
where they were at Fiſtz-cuffs tor 
the Preheminence 5 but we per- 
ceivd no ſuch ſceffle in Wales; for 
thoſe Deiries are fo far from fight- 
ing there, that we could not dit- 
cern that they were ſo much as 
ever there ; there being ſcarce wa- 
ter and Oat-meal to grve 1s being, 
we could not- expect Agy;t and 
the Canaries, Butts and Granarijes 
to give us 2 well-being : There is 
no Cenaen to be found in the Arms 
of a Deſart. 

The Commodities of the Nation 
are chiefly Woallen-cloaths, as 
Cottons, Bays, &e. of which 
their tatter'd Backs are an 1] fign - 
of ; for fare they are not fo lilly ro 
furniſh other Countries with Ray- 
ment, and to go naked #herv- 


ſelves. 
As 
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As for the Diet of the Britton, it 
15 not very delicate, neither is he 
curious in it; for if he ſhould, his 
Appetite perhaps might curſe his #z- 
cety, and by pleafing his Palate he 
may ſtarve his Bel/[y. A good meſs 
of Flummery, a pair of Eggs he re- 
joyces at as a Feaſt, eſpecially if he 
may cloſe his Stomack with toffed 
Cheeſe; a morſel for which he hath 
a great kindneſs. You may ſce him 
pictur'd ſometimes with that crews 
in his Head call'd a Mouth, charg'd 
at both corners with a creſcens of 
Cheeſe, and himſelt a cock-borſe on 
a Red- herring, and his Hat adorn'd 
with a Pleme of Leeks: Good edi- 
ble Equipage | which when bunger 
pinches, he makes bold to nibble; 
he firſt eats his Cheaſe and his 
Leeks together, and for ſecond 
courſe he devours his Horſe. He 
never much car'd for a Sp, fince 


once upon a time it drauk up all 
his 
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his Drink, and would not club to 
pay his Shot. 

As for his Perſon, bis (tature is of 
the lowelt {(1ze,not above a Stair or 
two above oae Storyzand we found 
alwaysa Cock-loft,and that uſual- 
ly emptzy. His Face uſually bebbles 
into Tumors and Pultles. Bel;des 
the natural Haewt-go0nſe of Body that 
breaths from grain, be uſually ſends 
forth an artificial ſmel/, which you 
may wind as far asthe Extream Un- 
Gon of twemy Funerals, only the 

ſcent 1s not {0 ſweet: he ſmells as 
rankly of the fengle fink of Brim- 
ſtone, as a Gold-hnder uf a wedl!y; 
for a ſcurvy Diſeaſe commonly 
call'd the Scrubedo makes frequent- 

ly an Inrozd imo his Perlon,and 10- 
vades his Body; fo that he is torc'd 
to choak: his Enemy by ſtink of 
Sulphur. 'Tisa creeping Diltemper, 
whoſe progreſs is checkt by morti- 
fication, ſo that when he lcaves of 
Is 
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Sis Shirt, that is, when it leaves him, 
and can hang on no longer, it is 
excellent Furniture for Tinder- 
box, as. virtzally containing in it 
both Match and Tinder. 

The Atrſick he plays upon, is a 
Tool ſtiF'd an Harp, that 1s, a Tri- 
angular tick bed-corded with varie- 
ty of extended Catlings;z which he 
tickles with as much dexterity, asif 
prentice to Amphion, and draws as 
many Boys after him,ashedid Stones; 
nay theſe we have ſeen in ſome pla- 
ces totrot after him;but not ſomuch 
to admire,as to pelt him for his Har- 
mooy. He puts his Inſtrument to 
one uſe more than the Ancients did 
theirs, i. e. he PWT DCeys with it for 
maintenance ; fo that when ſuſte- 
nance fails him, he ſtrikes up for a 
Morſel, and fo lives by ſounds, and 
(Camzleon likeYhath Alimony from 
Air. He ſerenades Vitals in every 
Village, as the Pide-piper did Rats 
at 
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at Hamel, and he allures Luncheons, 


after him, as much as the other did 
Fermin : Here a knob of Bacon wags 
afrer him, for exe (train, and there a 


Cruſt follows him as the Reward of 


another, one bits him in the Mouth 
with a payment of Pottage,another 
pops him in the Pocket with the 
gratuity of a Carrot; he is laden ſome- 
time with ſuch plenty of Beverege, 
that he can't jog for his Fraught:all 
which variety of Fragment: is the 
molt ample 1=-come,and wonderful 
Revenue of his skill in Muſick, His 
uſual Admirers are Countrey Milk- 
maids, whom vibration of (tring 
doth move and (tir into Jig and 
Meaſurezand whom Breez of In\iru- 
ment (like thoſe in Tayle) do chafe 
and tickle into Dance and Caper : 
By the wagging of his Noddle, and 
the wrigling of his Limbs, he ſeems 
to be taken with the Accexts,or elſe 


to be bitten with the Tarantsla of 
his 
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his own Muſick, which hath infeFed 
him into a Galliard, and caus'd him 
to fig about with a Frolick Motzon, 

We could not perceive that they 
were guilty of much Learning; of 


| Which the lazeſt Degree is ſeveral 


notches above their molt exalted 
capacity. We met with one pretty 
proband in the Alphabet;but for the 
moſt part the knowledge of the 
lea(t jots is rare, and unuſual. A Man 
Skill'd in Orthography is admird as a 
Sophby, and a writer of his Name is 
term'd a Rabl;, The 7 op-gel/ant of 
the Parith pothbly may be fo wiſe 
n Hierog!yphick as to (crawl the 
Character of a Ay#ick Mark ; tho 
ſuch deep Literature isnot frequent 
amonglt them, Some of their An- 
celtry have ſmelt rank of Aſtrolo- 
gy ; one whereof, Aerliz by name, 
was very nota'le at the Stars, and 
molt intimate with the Planets; in 
lo much that ſometimes he would 


fling 
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fling at a Futurity, and venture at a 
Prognoſtick concerningthe weather. 
'Tis ſuppos'd he was bred up at the 
Feet of ſome $he-Gamaliel, being fo 
well vers'd in the Prophecies of old 
womens Corrs, and who could as 
cleverly fore-tel Rain, as the learn- 
ed Almanack of the moſt weather- 
wiſe Toe. --- The (ſtudy of Wizzar- 
- di/mbhathalſo been famous amongſt 
them;one Goodman Drazs was well 
accompliſh'd in that kind of Learn- 
ing ; hence formerly a Wizard was. 
ſtil'd a Drze. This Fellow (they tell 
us) was the School-maſter of Pytha- 
goras, into whoſe Breech ('tis laid ) 
he infus'd by Birch the Opinion of 
Tranſmigration, He was dextrows at 
a Fortune, and 0ld-Dog at Augury; 
the only thing we diflike in hian, is, 
he ſacrific'd Men, and fo divin'd 
by Butchery. 

To the Wiſdom and Philoſophy of 
this Sophy, his hetle Boy Bardas 
added 
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added Poetry; a Lad (it ſeems ) no- 
tably inſpir'd with Flames and Fire- 
brands, with Heats and Raptures, 
and ſuch kind of Taki: that are 
us'd by Poets, The Diſciples of 
this Laureat were term'd Bards,the 
great Embalmers of Heroick Aci- 
ons; who (I warrant you) will wrap 
up an Atchievement fo ſecurely in 
a Monument of a ſingle Verſe, that 
all the niblings in the world ſhall 
never be able to devour the 7m- 
mortality of a Name. They be{ad- 
ſung the Praiſes of Renowned He- 
roes,and in lofty ſtrains wire-draw'd 
their Fame, and fretcht their Glory 
to afrer-ages. They were in huge 
eſlcems, and had the Cap and Knee of 
the greateſtCommanders,inſomuch 
that if two Armies were even at 


| Coffs or at Cadgels, and a venerable 


Bard had ſtept 1n but with one Foot 
of his Poetry, they would have 
held their hands, and have thrown 
down their Hilts, and have heark- 

H ged 
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ned to the advice of his Ilcarned 


DaG@&ails,and not otter to ſnout it till 
his Poetical worſhip had been out of 


danger. The molt Famous of theſe ' 


Meter-mongers were Robbin Pleni- 
diws, my Gatier Glarkirion, and of 
late years old Farmer Davy,and our 
Neighbour David ap Williams. 


The Champions of the Countrey, | 


Men of celebrated Proweſs, were 
Mr. Caſſtbelane and Sir Nennins 
Knight, the former whereof was fo 
Doabty a Blade, that 'tis ſaid he con- 
fronted Ceſar, and bid him kiſs his 
Back-lide with undaunted Gallan- 
try 3 the other grapling with the 
ſame Emperor, did diſwhiniard his 
hand by main ftrength,and ſent the 
Maa home laden with ſome {ripes, 
and with a zeked Belt. A notable 
laſtance of Welch Valour! To theſe 
we may add that Hefor of Brittain, 
the Renowned Arviragws, who was 
{ogreat a Kaw-hrad and Bloody-bones 
to the Roman Soldicry, that 'tis 
thought 
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thought he frighted them even to 
the bearaying of their Breeches,and 
made them mightily ſtink of a fil- 
thy diſcomhiture. 

As for the Loves of the Brittons, 
thAntrigues of their Amour are 
not a little remarkable; they being 
very pretty Anima's when diſevis @. 
with that Paſhon: They are Tinder 
to ſuch Flames, being quickly ſet 
on fire, even by the leaſt ſpark, 
which when it hath catch'd the 
Match of their Souls, (forthey have 
Brimſione in them as well as tn their 
Bodies) they are preſently kindled 
into Tranſport and Exta{cezand theſe 
model them into the ſhapes of a 
thouſand Anticks, and make them 
ſhew more tricks than Banks his 
Horſe. Sometimes they are ſhaking 
the Globwles of their Noddle, and 
ſometimes dancing ſome Geometry 
with the Figares of their Feet 5 now 
they (mite with clapper of Filt their 
troubled Breaſts, and anon ſound 
H 2 out 
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out ſome Knells of diſmal Groans; 
being varioully affected according

He - 
monly ore-fows in his prattle about 
the Princum prancumneſs of his Mi- 
ſtreſs, and is witty even to a Jeſt on 
the Fineries of their Habiliments,in 
deſcribing of which he is pretty 
lucky at Similitude, and 1s happy in 
his Compariſons about her Perſon. 
One having a glympſe through the

We heard of one that went a 
wooing with a Gun upon his ſhonl- 
der,being refolv'd(it ſeems if Love 
be a warfzre, not to enter unarm'd 
into the Camp of Yenws ; [hill as his 
coy Daphne \hifted from his pre- 
ſence, he marcht Murketeering about 
the Room,and moſt fiercely purfu'd 
her, till at laſt m the brisk Encoun- 
ter of a cloſe Embrace,this warltke 
Inſtrument took an occaſion ſome- 
what unmannerly to go off, and 
Blanderbuſ,'d the Miſtreſs on her 
Breech on one fide of the houſe, and 
* poor Taphy on his Nyſe on the 0» 
ther ; fo that being much diſmay'd 
at this unhappy Accident , one 
{crabs 
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ſcrabled one way, and the other as 
nother, to the total ſeparation of a 
pair of Lovers, and to the utter 
ſpilling of a Meſs of Love. 

They are pretty devout in their 
worihip, though the exerciſe of 
Religion is ſomewhat ſcarce, and 
have a pretty glowing zeal, though 
their Churches are f-w, and at a 
great diſtance.”

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Cottages are uſually ſituated ſome 
Leagues from the Temple; fo that 
the Holy-man with Crab-tree Trun- 
cheon ſets out- with the Sun, and 
ſtretcheth his ' Legs with a good 
handſome walk, betore he arrives to 
Pulpit to ſtretch his Langs,and wears 
out much of his Soles before he can 
reach his Stall to mend their Souls, 
Their Houſes of Prayer are gene- 
rally Thatcht Tabernacles,which be- 
iog ſteepled ( as it were) with a Lo- 
ver-hole,ſeem to be really that what 
the Temple reſembled when pro- 
phan'd by _—_— I mean, rather 
the Pictures of Pidgeon-houſes, than 
holy SanG@xarier, They are wain- 
ſcoted towards the Eaſt with little 
Desks, like Pounds, where Levite 
impriſon'd for about half an hour, 
fodders the poor Taffies with ſome 
melancholly T ear-fetching Story a- 
bout a Grim Fellow call'd Death, 
who ambl:s Folks on his back into 
another World ; a thing which he 

| heard 
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card from the 0racular Gums of 
this edent»loxs 01d Grannum, as ſhe 
ite in the Settle in the Chimney- 
orner. Some of the moſt Reverend 
&eftors are dignify'd with a (tipend 
of ſix poun1s a year, befides the Per- 
quiſites of a Drum and Fiddle;which 
well manag'd on a Holy-day, make 
upa very pretty Thing.Others have 
an Avgmentation of a Bull or a Bear, 
which being ſolemaly baited about 
twice in a Quarter, do pick pretty 
comfortable Tyth from the SpeCta- 
tors Pockets, and makes the poor 
Parſons Purſe to ſmile and wantle.. 
Their Recreations are various, but 
not much different from thoſe in 
England ;, you may ſee them ſome- 
times (mite a Ball at the Rebound, 
and to fend it on-an errand to their 
Antagoniſts, which being retorted 
by way of Anſwer, is rejoinder'd 
back again with much dexterity. 
They will bandy to and fro this miſ 
fle Globule,and ſhittle-cockit to each 
other 
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other with great celerity, Their 
Lungs are pretty good at a Bubble 
inthe Air; which Meteor ariling from 
the Womb of a Wallaut-(hell,they 
will make fly through the Welkin on 
the #inzs of their Breaths,and for a 


confiderable time, by the Blaſts of 


their Mouths, will ſupport the Be- 
ing of thoſe Emblems of Mortality, 
la the whity-bronn Eveniog,or in 
the Twilight, they run hobling a- 
bout their Commoa with Kites at 
their heels,certain Comets of Paper, 
which they tow along with a tall 
{tring, and make themielves merry 
with the length of their I ails, which 
are alarge Series of jaggd Tollels, 
rag d with a Candle, as-with the 
twinkliog of a Star. Happy is the 
Man amongſt them that can moſt 
diſcreetly manage this Artificial 
Planet;zand he ts preſently dub d the 
very Phaiton of their Countrey, 
that can moſt ſwiftly career it with 
this little lanthorn's Phozbus, The 
Scrubs

Scrubs want Candle on Earth, and 
yet they mult needs be ſticking up 
Liehts in the Socket of Heaven 5 
there's ſcarce halt a pound in a 
Lordſhip either to ſcare away dark- 
neſs or to work by, and yet theſe 
Raſcals (forſooth) will be ftadding 
the Skie with Lummaries to play 
by. --- As for true and real Hunting, 
there is no ſuch thing among them; 
oaly they have (as it were) the P- 
Fure and ſome kind of reſemblance 
of that Paſtime; for their Principa-» 
lity affording them but few Hares, 
they courſe a Lock bf Hay 1n lieu 
thereof, and Alloo the Puſs of a 
good nimble wiſp. The whim of it 
1s thisz when they have a mind to 
refreſh themſelves with ſomewhat 
that is a kin to, or with an 1dee of 
Hunting,they make diligent ſearch 
for a Furlong or two of imoothand 
champion ground, which at }alt be- 
ing found, they purchaſe a Bundle 
of the ſwitteſt Hav, (it 1riſ6,'ris the 
better, 
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better, for there are the beſt Run- 
ners of all ſorts) this they expoſe to 
the Fans of A#olw, which being 
preſently ſtarted by force of puff, 
it ſcuds away, and the Dogs purlue 
it with mighty ſpeed. In rainy wea- 
ther they have alſo their In-door 
Divertiſements as well as other 
Nations,fuch as Rump preſſing, Hot- 
cockles, Chap-ſmutting, Snap-a'ple, 
and the like. Some are cunning at 
the Cockal,not ſo much for picking 
off the meat (though they are good 
at that too) as at throwing it with 
accuracy, and checquering the (port 
with variety of Tumble. 

As far as we could perceive,they 
love Hol) day Fingers, and care not 
much for encumbring them with 
that JTeconverience call'd nork. 
They can (Shepherd like) lo!] upon 
a crook pretty handſomely 1a the 
Field, and can diſcharge a /uperin- 
tendency over the Goats, - I hey are 


_ molt accompliſh'd Drov.rs, to 
which 
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which laudable Function they are 
ſonaturally prone,that they are apt 
ro drive (ometimes wore than their 
own. 

They are much addicted to the 
fin of Naſtineſs, wallowing in filthi- 
neſs like ſo many Swineſo that the 
whole Province ſcems to be but a 
general Sty,. You may ſwear they 
are made of Farth without a Me- 
taphor;z appearing like ſo many 
Dirt-Images, -O: like that of Prome- 
thews made of clay. The meaner ſort 
of Women are generally ſuch Drag- 
gle-Tails, that the Cattle in their 
Boſoms are quag-wir'd in the filth 
of their well-gleb'd Attire ; fo that 


| the frisking Fleas are fo far from 


Levalto's, that we are verily per- 
ſwaded they canſcarce pull out Pro» 
boſcis,and their Feet from the Bogs. 

The Tenements they live in are 
ſutable to the Gueſts that potlets 
them; for as theſe ſeem to be Dirt 
moulded into Mer, lo thole are the 
lame 
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ſame matter kneaded into Houſes ; 
they are uſually very Humble Cotta- 
ges,and low in (tature,ſo that a Man 
may ride upon the Ridge, and yet 
have his Legs hangin the Dirt;thoſe 
that are ſo magnificent as to be cre- 
fled with a Chimney, are mightily 
valu'd, as molt Cocking Fabricks, 
We were not ({o vain as to expet 
very- ſplendid Furniture 1a ſuch 
contemptible Hutis ; but we ſoon 
perceiv'd what Utenſils were moſ: 
neceflary z a Diſh-clout and a Bee- 
ſome, and ſuch cleanling Implements 
are very proper to correct the fil- 
thineſs of their Manſions; we found 
no Apartments in theſe their Habi- 
tations, every Edifice being a Noabs 
Ark, where a Promiſcuows Family, 
a Miſcellaneous Heap of all kind of 
Creatures did converſe together in 
one Room; the Pigs and the Pullen 


and other Brutes either truckling | 


under, or lying at the Beds-tcet of 


the little more refin'd, yet their 
Brother 
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Brother Animals. The Countrey is 
fortifi'din ſome places with a pretty 
ſprinkling of Caltles, which whether . 
they naturally grew out of the 
Rocks,or were artificially ingrefted 
there, may be a matter of diſpute; 
ſome fancy d them to be Stone-pits 


| ſbot up into th' Air, which repre- 


ſcnt the Figure of vaſt Buildings. 
Wales is the molt monſtrous Limb 
in the whole Body of Geography, 
for 'tis generally reported to be 
without a middle, or if it hath a 
Navel 'tis yet a Terra Incognita; for 
we never could find that ever any 
Man dwelt there, the Natives con- 
feſling themſelves to be only Bor- 
derers. Surely the reaſon why they 
do ſo much attiect the circumference 
of their Countrey, and abominate 
the center, 1s, becauſe they are a» 
ſham'd of the Dominion ; and in- 
deed 'tis a (ign they have but a lit- 
tle kindneſs for their Nation, who 
C like uanatural Sons ) run from 
their 


("B09 
their Mother their Country, and 
when out of her Embraces never 
return again. A Welch-man when 
once abroad, hath no more tenden- 
cy bome, than a Stone an Inclinati- 
on to fall upward : He will trot o're 
the Globe.& rather endure the 10- 
flition of any Exile, than the cruel 
puniſhment of being baniſht home; 
if he is once on this fide Dee, nei- 
ther Hunger nor Hwks,nor any kind 
of hardſhip ſhall drive him on the 
other, 

We could not in our Travels 
wind very many Feaſ/s among 
them, the ſhabbyneſs of their Soil 
being not able to nouriſh and pom- 
per Luxury, ſo that a Cook, unleſs 
he exerciſe on himſelf, and dreſs 
his own Fiogers, he is immediately 
{tarv'd here for want of an Em- 
ployment.. They make ſome little 
Invitations perhaps to a Kids-head 
or ſo; and will junket with Hop- 
tops with brisk alacrity. Such plain, 
mean 
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mean (and as I may ſay ) Byrrough 
Food was even their Feſtival En- 
tertainments 3 but as for any Em- 
broider'd and ( as it were) Metro- 
politan Meſs, ſuch as Bisks and Og- 
lio's, we never ſo much as heard 
of them in their Territories. 

Their Mart for Law is a Pariſh 
Town call'd L»d/ow, where there 
is a Court of Judicature deckt with 
a Judge, Counſellors, Attorneys, 
Sollicitors, and other Farnitere 
which embel/iſþ the Law: Hither 
they trudge for Deciſion of Caſe, 
and here Read-coat Integrity diſpen- 
ſes Equity. Moſt of their IndiCt- 
ments are generally the Tragical 
effets of ſome diſmal Counter- 
ſcuffle, where a bloody Noſe and 
a broken Shin is ample matter for 
the Commencement of a Sxit; for 
they being of a fiery temper, ſome- 
times choler is kindled by an Arnti- 
peril aſs with a Pot of Ale;zand then

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they fall to biting and ſcratching 
as hard as they can drive, and the 


wounds of this Caterwauling and | 


bickering attords [tuft for an Atti- 


on the next day;zwhich being once | 


got into the Pownces of a Welch At- 
torney, is Jandled into a Buſineſs of 


no ſmall aggravation, Oh! How | 


theſe Pettifoggers will bug a Buffer- 
ing,and improve a $quobble | They 
arc the very Bel/ows of Contention, 
and will ſoon blow a Spark into a 
great Combuſtion. They are a kind 
of 7inkers in the Law, who uſually 
make holes on purpoſe that they 
may end them;nay ſometimesthey 
will play at Zoggerbead: themſelves 
to ſet others together by the Ears, 
and ſo (as if fighting was contagi- 
ous ) will infect the Taphics into 
Quarrels and Blows, One marching 
along the Strcers advanc'd the 
Scolding of two. Women into an 
buge Tumult, as Ducls ſwell into 
great 
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great Wars; and made the ſnar/- 
ing of two Dogs thrive into an A- 


| Ron, and the fighting of Maſtiffs 
' toend in the Court of the Com- 


mon-Pl-as. They commonly broach 
Quarrels, and incenſe the Shen- 


| tlemen into knockings and ſmi- 


tings, crack'd Crowns, and black 
Eyes, into Afaults and Batteries, 
and all for hopes of a Livelihood 
that may be :&:#7'd from the bene- 
fit of ſuch Wars: Burt perhaps the 
Spoils from the Skirmiſhes of ſuch 
Clients are as rare as Pillage from a 
Scotch Army. The uſual crime for 
which they ſtand generally convi- 
ted, is that great tranſgreffion 
and fr of Mice, the nimming of 
Cheeſe, and the filching of Oat- 
meal, and of the reſt of the good 
Creatures that are Arkt in the 
Cup-board 35 and as they offend 
like Vermin, fo are ordinatily ta- 
ken (o too, that is, not apprehen- 

| 2 ded 
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ded like Men , but entrap'd like 
Rats; after which they are con- 
vented before the Sage Pnſs of the 
Law, which purring upon a Tri- 
bunal together with his Kitling 
Officers, doth faſten on the Prey, 
and doth ſo ſuck and claw it, till 
it hath mumbled out all its Blood, 
that is, all the Afoney of its Veins, 
and then wholly devours it. This 
(I ſay ) is one of their offences, 
though not the only one ; for ſome 
of them have been laſht for an 
attempt upon Hen-Rooſts, and have 
receiv'd condign _—_— even 
for ſtealing of. Pouler at the 
wrong end; for Taphy ( it ſeems ) 
having filch'd a Chicken by the 
Breech, did diſramp her by his 
Theft; and therefore in reſem- 
blance to his Crime was almoſt 
diſrampt by puniſhment ; ſo that 
for ſtealing the Birds Tail, be had 
well-nigh loſt his own : A pretty 
Circum- 
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Circumſtance obſerv'd in their Ju- 
ſtice! and a laudable way of pro- 
ceeding according to Lex Ta- 
lions. 

For ſeveral Crimes they have 
various Puniſhments. That grand 
Enormity of Breaking-wind is cha- 
ſtiz'd there as 'tis in England, that 
is, the hand of Magiſtracy doth 
uſually inflict a pretty lulty Cob- 
ling, that is, for every Report the 
loſs of an Hair, though ſome that 
have been much addicted to that 
Infirmity, and therefore have been 
very guilty of a ſtick, have 1n- 
dur'd the cruelty of tormenting 
Faries, that is, have been pinch'd 
into manners, and a better ſmell. 
Artificers when at work puniſh any 
unhandſome Action by a particu- 
lar ſeverity peculiar to themſelves, 
which they call Parſing. The Ex- 
ecution whereof is after this man- 
ner : The Malefactor being pro- 
I 3 ſtrate 


{ſtrate on a Block, two of the ſame 
occupation pull as diſc reetly as they 
can his Drawers as cloſe to But- 
tock as a Spaniards Breeches, {0 as 
not to be laid hold on by the moſt 
curious Pinſers; the Pavement of 
Polteriours being level'd . and 
lmooth'd from any wrinkles, a 
third Artiſan (trikes it with a Rule, 
whoſe-ſmart Application by Quick 
jerks makes ſome impreſhon oft 
pain, and ſo moves the Bloud as 
to raiſe and ſtart a TinCture and 
( as it were ) the Flea-biting of a 
Bluſh, Some of the more oblti- 
nate Criminals . are puniſh'd by 
ſaſpeniton , but- not by the Neck, 
as here in Fngland, but by the 
wrilts, Thuwb-rop'd together with 
a {tring of Hay, and fo falten'd 
ta Peg 3 well ! this is but the be- 
ginning ( and asit were) the Hiſ- 
ing of the Puniſhment, do but 
mark, and the ShHwg will follow : 
The 
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| The ofiending Taphy thus dang- 
| ling in the Air, the Beadle ap- 


proaches with a ſtick impt with a 
Feather at one end, and tickles 


| his Teſticles; theſe fofter Titilla- 


tions engender ſome vibrations of 
Body, and nimble Friskiogs, which 
are ſhrewdly chaſtiz'd by a furly 
Cat-of-nine- tail.. 

The Cattle we ſaw moſt legible 


| on their Mountains were Goats 
| and Heifersz a runtiſh fort of A- 
| nimals, of a dearfiſh lize, but 


very" bardy, of a flinty Conſtita- 


| tion calcalated on purpoſe for the 


meridian of a Rock; on which 
(it ſeems) they can as heartily 
teed, as an Oftrich.on an Anvil. 


| Great numbers of theſe are often 
| diſembogud into adjacent Coun- 


tries, which after fome time cir- 
calate home again in a ffream of 


Money 3 which yields wonderful 


| refreſhment to the fainting Domi- 
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nion, almoſt fick for the comfort 
oft ſuch a Cordial, We perceiv'd 
their Herds to be frequently miog- 
led with little Palfries ; a ſtunted 
fort of Horſes, diminutive Brutes, 
Shavals in ſhort-hand. They are 
lower 1n ſtature than an Afle, but 
much ſwift.r in Foot, and very 
ſtrong , as it appears from their 
Burdens, which are oftentimes the 
Fortune and Subſtance of a whole 
Family; for when a Mortal breaks, 
he mounts all he hath on Welch- 
Nag, and travels under the Cha- 
racter of a Scotch Pedlar. We 
chancd to ſee a Team of this 
{mall Cattle, a rare Spectacle, be- 
ing (as we ſuppos'd ) the leaſt 
that ever. was heard of, unleſs 
that which was harneſs 'd in Yenw 
her Chariot, which was a Team 
of Daves, Theſe Brittiſh Steeds 
are ſo brisk and Mercurial, that | 
the People would perſwade us 
| that 
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that a Taphy on a Tit would out- 
{trip in travel an Arabian on a 
Dromedary; a thing almolt incre- 
dible, though the pricking up 
their Ears, and the ſticking up 
their Tails, is an Argument of* 
their Metal, and may give ſome 
colour and ground for the Af- 
ſertion. x 

That which we admir'd moſt of 
all amongſt them, was the Virei- 
nity of their Language , not de- 
flowr'd by the mixture of any 0- 
ther Diale@ : The purity of Ls 
tine was debauch'd by the Vandals, 
and was firn'd into corruption by 
that barbarous People; but the 
ſincerity of the Brittiſh remains 
inviolable, "Tis a Tongue (it 
ſeems ) not made for every Mouth; 
as appears by an Ioſtance of one in 
our Company, who having got a 
Welch PolyjUable into his Throat, 
was almoſt choak'd with Conſo- 
nants, 
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wants, had we not by clapping 
him on the back made him diſ- 
gorge a Guttural or two, and fo 
lavd him, They uſually Liquefie 
the molt rugged Mutes, and fof- 
ten 'um by Pronuntiation 3 melt- 
ing the word Tug into Tudge, as 
1s clear from this Diltick, 
Still he did Tudge hur Ear 
In praiſe of the Tirteex Seer, 

"A tid Tyg hur Souſes with Elo- 
giums of hur Countrey. Whether 
the Welch Tongue be a Splinter 
of that- univerſal one that was 
ſhatter'd at Babel, we have ſome 
reaſon to doubt, in regard 'tis un- 
like the Dialects that: were cram- 
bled there : However, whether it 
be kin or no to other Countrey 
Speeches, « matters not 3 bur this 
we are allurd of, it is near and 
dear to the Folk that utter it, who 
are ſo paſlionately food of it, that 
they will -ſcarce admit another 
1Qta 
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into the Faxbraces of their Lips, 
which - ſputter forth a king of 
loathing of our Ergi;þ Language ; 
wherein, if a Queſtion be 'd 
them, they will with ſamewhat 
of d:(\dam and choler make ans 
{wer Dim /aiſſonick, i. e. no Eng+ 
lh. Their Native. Gziberilh is us 
ſually pratled throughout the 
whole 1 aphydowe, except in their 
Market Towns, whote Inhabitants 
being a little raisd,, and ( as it 
were _ pufit upinto Bubbles above 
the ordinary Scam, do begin tg 
deſpiſe it. Some of theſe being 
elevated above the cammon Ley 
vel, and perhaps retin'd inta the 
Quality . of having two Suits, are 
apt ta fancy themſelves above 
their Tongue, and when in their 
other Cloaths, are quite alham'd 
on't. ' 'Tis uſually calhier'd out of 
Gentlemens Houfes, there being 
{carcely to be heard even ane (1ogle 
Welch 
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Welch Tone in many Families ; 
their Children are inſtructed in 
the Anglican Ideom, and their 
Schools are Pedagogs'd with Pro- 
ſeſlors of the ſame; ſo that (if 
the Stars prove lucky ) there may 
be ſome glimmering hopes that the 
Brittiſh Lingus may be quite ex- 
tint, and may be Engliſh d out of 
Wales, as Latin was barbaroully 
Goth'd out of Ntaly. 

The Cambro-Brittons are great 
admirers of Heroick Attions, and 
much honour the Memory of Fa- 
mous Atchievements ; in ſo much, 
that rather than a Dead-doing Man 
ſhall periſh in Oblivion, they will 
Eternize his Name by the Monu- 
ment of a Straw, or ſome ſuch in- 
conſiderable trifle 3 as appears by 
that Famous Example of that 
Saint of their Countrey , Biſhop 
David, who being a pert axiner, 


and haviog ſound] ba and 
: Neradied 
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ſwadled their Foes, is at this day 
conſecrated to Poſterity by the 
Trophy of a Leek; and ſmells as 
rank of Renown from that Vege- 
table Preſervative that Embalms 
his Fame, as they do of a Scallion 
that carry it about for his Glory. 
Their Hats are ſet with this Ant- 
verſary Badge and Emblens of Ho- 
nour, and triumph on the firſt of 
March ; which Day hath been 
chriſten'd by bis Name, and being 
Dwb'd an Holy-day, hath wora 
yearly in the Almanack a 8Scaerle# 
Letter. 

There is oxe thing more alſo ve- 
ry obſervable among them, and
